"If the killing of McKin- 
ley opens the eyes of the capitalists and 
Induces them to treat the working peo 
pie better," cried the agitator, "then 
great good will have been done."

fairs, as it is orcasionally necessary foi 
the military authorities to act in cases 
where it would lie unwise in the inter- 
est of the government to make public 
at the time tbe rtviMins for acting. 
Should the claim now made by the civ.I 
courts be allowed it would be disas- 
trous to the influence of the army in 
the island. 
Every prisoner sentenced 


by a military commission would have 
recourse to habeas corpus proceedings.

*The car accountant is a typical in- 


stance of development in the railroad 
business. In the early days he did not 
exist. The superintendent was supposed 
to know in a general way what was be- 
ing done with the company's cars. The 
custom was for railroads to carry through 
freight as far as the end of their own 
lines in their own cars. Then it was 
transferred to the cars of the foreign 
line, and so assisted on the next stage to 
its destination. So much time, howeveri 
was lost in making the transfers that the 
needs of shippers forced upon the ra 
roads a departure which has now become 
their general custom. Railroads permit 
all loaded cars to go through to theii 
destination without transfer and allow 
one another a certain sum for the use 
of the cars. This results in scattering 
the cars of the different roads over every 
section of track in the country. It pro- 
duces the extraordinary processions ol 
many colored travelers from distant land? 
that delight the eyes of youngsters at a 
railroad crossing. 


In theory the cars are permitted to run 


through over foreign roads to thoir desti- 
nation on the condition that on their arri 
vul they shall be unloaded promptly ami 
started on the return home. In practice 
the freight agent is apt to use the cars 
that are most handy regardless of their 
ownership.

would hardly think twice before filling ui 
a Maine Central freight cur with a con 
signmcnt for Manitoba. The agent ni 
Manitoba would not suffer a pang of con 
science whoa he found himself stuffing 
the same Maine car with a cnrgo of sup 
plios for Waco, Tex.

"Hut I was speaking of tho American

American face is probably peculiar ir. 
some ways. It is peculiar in its cosmo- 
politanism. 
It is in one sense a com- 


posite face. 
It is international in one, 


sense, for hens and there ouis may find 
the traces which suggest a relation to 
this, tlmt or the other race. It may be a 
line or a ligament bequeathed by an 
early KnulUh ancestry or somethimr sug- 
gestive of Teutonic origin or a shaip sug- 
gestion of the Frenchman's face or the 
Irishman's or the Italian's or the Scotch- 
man's or some slight hint which would 
lend one buck through the Hood and 
tears of the ages to the sterling old fore- 
fathers who Ihod in foreign countries 
nud died under different II a KM and in ilif- 
fercnt dimes loiij; before the Mayflower 
touched hor bow against the soil of tho 
new western world. Of course the Amer- 
ican may be picked out in the crowd. 


"Hnt when one must dual with the 


American abstractly ono can scaroolj 
call up the American faco. Uncle Sum. 
with his striped trousers, his sharply cut 
coat, his plug hnt, his whiskers and his 
bland, good naturcd face, is a happy con- 
ception, yet ho may never hope to por- 
tray tho matchless nnd indescribable cos- 
mopolitanism of the American face. 
It 


is too unique in its likenesses aud unlike- 
nesses. Tbe lines and ligaments, the 
muscular interlacements, tbe curves nnd 
arches of the forehead nrc still there, 
add yet they tiro too delicately traced to 
lip remembered when tho face has passed 
the memory. 


"So I have reached the conclusion aft- 


er theso reflections that tho American 
face is not distinctive in tho senso tbnt 
the mind may call it up at any time and 
separate it from the faces which are 
associated with othor superior races. 
Among the home folk there are certain 
things which will enable one to call up a 
face which is probably distinctive in its 
Americanism, and yet it could not be ac- 
cepted as tbe face which would correctly 
and adequately represent the whole race 
of Americans. For instance, there is 
what may be popularly called the Reu- 
ben face, the face which one may find in 
the rural sections of the United States, 
the face of tho agriculturist and the 
farmer. There is a certain type in tho 
remoter country sections which is prob- 
ably peculiar to Uncle Sam's domain, 
and yot it would fall far short of repre- 
senting tho American face, just ax far 
short as the grotesque portrayals re- 
ferred to in connection with other races 
nnd other nationalities. It would only 
resent a smnll number of Americans, nnd, 
while the typo is thoroughly American 
nnd substantial enough in its representa- 
tion, it. would give no idea of the facial 
appearance of the vast majority of 
American citizens. 


"Thus it would ho with ev.»ry other 


class,' or one might take all tbe classes 
nnd make n composite pi-tnre, copying 
from each the i-haraeterisLK 
tl-ut was 


most marked in its Americanism, aud 
yet the picture would fall much below n 
faithful portrayal of that infinite cosmo- 
politanism of tin- American face as U 
really is. And it would still lack that dis 
tinotiveaess which would enable orje to 
call it to mind as readily as one may 
call up tho -face of some representative 
of another men where the features arc 
more strongly differentiated."—New Or- 
leans Times- bemoorftt.

Public and Private Dining Itoom* la 


'Wfafcli Over Ten Thousand Person* 
Blay Be Ser-red Dally—It 1» Practi- 
cally a Town Under One Roof. 
Writers of fiction have outlined plans 


for the ultimate uplifting ol the human 
ace in which they have pictured entire 
'ommunities living under one roof and 
•ct each family still retaining its priva- 
y. Writing of facts, George Barry Mai- 
on in Ainslee's Magazine tells some 
urprising things about modern big ho- 
els that 
shelter 
persons 
numerous 


nough to form a fair sized village. He 
ays: 
"If one of New York's big modern bo- 
els could be whisked to the country and 
pread out in village formation the result 
would be a model proprietary town of 
about 3,000 inhabitants. 
One half of 


hese inhabitants would work in relays 
night and day for the comfort and en- 
ertainment of the other half, whose ob- 
igation would be the payment of the 
jills, which in the aggregate would rep- 
esent, in addition to the running ex- 
enses and perhaps $200,000 a year set 


aside for the proprietor's profits, the in- 
erest on $15,000,000 invested in land, 
uildings and furnishings. 
"Many cities cannot muster a tax list 
f $15,000,000, so that this town would 


conspicuous above all others for 


wealth, and in completeness of the de- 
ails that make the material side of life 
a joy it would be unrivaled. Some of its 
louses would be constructed for one faiu- 
ly exclusively, and others would he ar- 
anged in single rooms and in suits. All 
vould be furnished in the most luxurious 
ashion. 
In the central warehouse of 


he town's steward would be found a 
greater assortment of supplies for the 
uisine than in any public market in the 
vorld. There would be a row of cook- 
hops, each devoted to the preparation 
if a special course, ranging from the 
loups and entrees and roasts to the 
lastries and coffee. 
There •would be 


lalf a dozen big banquet rooms and ball- 
ooms, several music rooms and a well 
appointed theater or two. 


"The town would have of course a tel- 


•graph office, a complete telephone sys- 
em and some means of rapid transit to 
'very house. 
Enormous boilers woulil 


upply the bent, and au electric lisht 
>l:int would 
furnish 
the illumination. 


?herc would be an ice plant large enough 
o manufacture fifty tons a <lay. There 
vould be silversmith, blacksmith anj 
insmith .shops, electrical repair anil ma- 
hine shops, florists, hairilressing rooms 
'or men anfl women, Turkish baths, up- 
lolstery and furniture shops, decorators 
and seamstrest.es, a steam laundry, a 
uessetiger service, a printing ollice, a 
vine cellar, with half a million dollars' 
voith of choice vintages, ami a club- 
louse, with billiard and reading rooms 
and enfex 


'The town would be policed day and 


night by a dozen private detectives, and 
t would have a well trained lire depart- 
nent. 
There would be a bank, over 


ohe counters would puss millions of 


lollars each year, and a central execu- 
ive ofiice, with scores o£ clerk* and 
oookkeopers and auditors. 


"The proprietor of this town would as- 


sume all the housekeeping cares of his 


,C>00 tenants and many of his 1,500 em- 
iloyees. lie would provide amusements 
urul net ns the court of last resort. It 
would seem as if the man who was rash 
enough to attempt the management of 
such a town, staking his fortune on the 
.s&ue, must necessarily fail, but as a fair 
llustration it is not overdrawn. Its par- 
allel is found in a compact form, with no 
features missing and many added, in the 
nodern big hotel that has reached the 
lighest development in I\'ew York. 


"Neither the bigness nor the com- 


pleteness of a big hotel is appreciated by 
:he patron who finds his interests satis- 
tied with the accommodations which it 
furnishes. 
He knows in a general w ay 


that it may be a dozen stories high and 
several cellars deep and that the thou- 
and or more guests are attended by 
servants on every hand, and when he 
pays his bill he believes that the charges 
are exorbitant. 


"One o£ these hotels, which differs 


from the others chiefly in degree, repre- 
sents an investment of $1.">,000,000. The 
1,400 bedrooms and 750 bathrooms in it 
are so constructed by a series of inner 
courts that each opens to the outer air. 
It has several concert halls and theaters, 
three great ballrooms, and, in addition 
to its public dining room, where during 
horse show week, for instance, 10,000 
people are served daily, it has a scries of 
private dining rooms which are arranged 
Cor frohi tea to >a thousand persons. 


"In the largest ballroom in this hotel 


was given one night last winter a public 
ball, attended by 3,500 people, to whom 
supper was served, and on the same 
evening in other parts of the hotel were 
in progress two concerts, a dinner of an 
association of 300 men and a dozen 
smaller dinner parties in private dining 
rooms, each isolated so completely that 
no one of the 1,500 regular guests need 
know of it. 


"Statistics are not very entertaining, 


but there are some stories of hotels that 
they alone can tell, and that of the sup- 
plies is one of them. For instance, dur- 
ing a given year one of these big hotels 
spent for meat $200,000; for poultry, 
$113,000; for vegetables, $80,000; for 
fruit, $42,000; for eggs, $12,000; for 
butter $57,000, and for 
the flowers 


used in decorations, and there are llow- 
ers on the tables every day, $30,000. 
The initial Investment in silverware was 
$250,000, and, with the losses that char- 
itably are credited to the souvenir craze 
and flie general wear and tear on table 
service, about $40,000 a year is spent in 
keeping this supply up to the hotel's 
standard.

"One New Yorlr hotel that^suffcred 


severely from the souvenir spoon nn<~ 
salt cellar mania adopted several years 
ago the plan of notifying guests tha 
each, waiter was responsible individually 
for nil articles on his table and woulc 
have to make good any loss. This re 
duced the taking of spoons to a robber] 
of the waiter instead of the hole), am 
even the souvenir hunter baa some con 
science about such n theft. In the big 
Kpfct of New York hotels $50,000 a yea 
is spent in replenishing the linen, am 
looms in Belfast nru busy the year round 
for it. The ex prunes of the other hotel 
for repair* arc proportionately as large 
for in the fierce business rivalry of th 
times none of them can afford to get 
shabby."

'The same children, when confronted 


with a render, may mnke sad work of it 
ind seem certainly little above the avcr- 
ige. Even when made to do sums on a 
shite they arc not brighter than most 
uhite children. Perhaps that statement 
hould be qualified, for there is no doubt 
that the children of pure blooded Afri- 
cans develop phenomenally for the first 
fhe or six years o£ their lives and, in- 
deed, until twelve or thirteen years old 
are fully the equals, intellectually, of 
white children. 1 have never seen white 
uabies as intelligent as some of these 
negro infants at the same age. But when 
past twelve their minds seem full grown, 
and it is not easy to teach them, except in 
c-nsos here and there. All these observa- 
tions, however, apply to children of ne- 
groes whose parents or grandparents were 
brought from Africa when full grown. 


"There are many West Indian negroes 


who do not speak English, and there arc 
large societies named according to the 
part of Africa from which the member* 
or their parents came. A Nangobar, for 
instance, would not think of joining a 
Kongo society. 
So they all stand much 


nearer to Africa than do our negroes, 
which makes the observation of their 
characteristics very interesting. 
Unfor- 


tunately, they do not seem to retain to 
any ma'rked degree this faculty for rapid 
calculation when they reach manhood. 
And even if they did they would he so 
backward in other respects that their 
value ns clerks would he slight."—IS'ew 
York Tribune.

SOME LIES THAT ARE TOLD BY THE 


TRUTHFUL CAMERA. 


Simple Mechanism or Jnggllnr 


Pcr»pcctlve Brink* ' Odd Rc»nlt». 
The Man In the Bottle—MaltlnK m. 
Fat Woman Thin. 
Tne notion that the camera cannot lie 


has become one of the 'few fixed teneta 
of popular belief; but, while this^opinion' 
Is true in the' strictest interpretation of 
the phrase, yet the man behind the lens 
or Le who has charge of the developing 
process can BO manipulate the unsuspect-' 
ins instrument or the equally innocent 
negative that were a camera endowed 
with the sense ofi perception it would 
never recognize its own handiwork. 


Of late years trick photography and 


fake photographs- have become distinct 
features of'the photographer's art, and 
effects are easily produced which belie 
the subjects at which the camera is aim- 
ed. But the question naturally arises, 
How can-this be done when the camera 
has to record the impression of things as 
they are? It is by juggling with the per- 
spective or by simple mechanism only 
that these apparent phenomena in the 
photographic line are produced. 


In the first place it is necessary to un- 


derstand that there is a difference be- 
tween trick photography and so called 
"fake" photography. The term "fake" 
photography is applied to the transposi- 
tion of subjects from the original back- 
ground to a new one in which the person 
or group taken may never have been. It 
is "trick" photography which is the 
more interesting, as it calls for a certain 
amount of cleverness and ingenuity on 
the part of the operator. 


One of the best examples of this sort 


of picture taking is the photographing of

a person In a bottle. Now of course no 
studio is possessed of a glass bottle large 
pnough to hold a human being, and the 
dullest boholder must suspect a trick. 
The explanation, however, of the manner 
in which it is done is surprisingly simple. 


In this instance a single plate is used. 


The subject to be taken in the bottle is 
first placed in front of a black back- ' 
ground and taken with a carefully timed 
exposure of just enough duration to 
bring out the object distinctly. 
Then 


the empty bottle is placed against a dark 
background, and, alter carefully adjust- 
ing the focus so that the object first 
taken may be well within the lines of the 
neck, bottom and sides of the bottle, a 
picture of this bottle is taken on the 
Ninnc plate at just twice the exposure of 
the ijrst object photographed. AYhcn the 
plate is developed, the bottle naturally 
comes up first, with the first impression 
neatly inside, as it appears. 


ISome few years ago photographers 


were puzzled and members of the the- 
atrical profession amused by the publi- 
cation of a series of photographs of pop- 
ular actresses who are noted for their 
ample proportions as much as for their 
ability to entertain large audiences. But 
in the pictures they were shown with 
sylphlikc forms, although the produc- 
tions were unmistakably photographs. 
At first it was claimed that the decep- 
tion was caused by the employment of 
mirrors, but in reality it was merely tak- 
ing advantage of one of the elementary 
laws of perspective. 


A certain corpulent actress was posing 


for her picture ill thu studio o£ a theat- 
rical publication. The photographer had 
placed her at a dressing table. But in 
order to create the illusion of a dressing 
loom he found he would have to use a 
side piece. This he did and in choosing 
one took a screen on which was the litho- 
graph of a weighty burlesque queen. 
Greatly to his surprise when the plafo 
•nas developed the picture of the actress 
came out all right, but the woman ou the 
poster was shown as having a tall ami 
extremely thin figure. It then occurred 
to the experimenter that the camera had 
caught the refracted 
rnys from the 


screen at a tangent, and the surface, be- 
ing flat, consequently showed its hori- 
zontal liaes considerably narrowed. 


He then conceived the idea of repro- 


ducing in a similar manner the photo- 
graphs of celebrities of ample girth, 
which made a decided hit. 


Another, mystifying spectacle is that of 


a person or group shown twice on one 
plate. This is done by covering half the 
plate for the first exposure and then util- 
izing the unused half for a second pic- 
ture while the first is kept carefully 
screened from the light. By the employ- 
ment of mirrors, many queer effects may 
be introduced, but that savors a little 
stronger of charlatanism. 


The fake photograph is mainly the 


product of the exigencies of the modern 
illustrated daily and the general "cussed- 
ne&s" of celebrities ^hen they ought to 
be together instead of staying far enough 
apart to be out of common focus. The 
fake photograph ought only to he used i 
as a last resort, but they are so easily 
made that they are resorted to on the 
slightest provocation. 


These photographs come into play 


mainly when group pictures are •wanted, 
and tie shears and pastepot go far to 
their making. For instance, suppose an 
ocean liner is to sail on which are booked 
a few senators, a duke, a party of jock- 
eys and a popular actress. To get the 
picture of the pier and ship is an easy 
matter, but to be fortunate enough to 
obtain at the same time those of the well 
known passengers is a different matter. 


This difficulty is got around by tbe 


photographer first getting the picture ot 
the surrounding as a background and 
then taking oa separate plates those of 


( such of the voyagers required ol whom 
I they happen not to have a photo in stock- 
' After these are developed the pictures of 
the individuals are cut out, after first be- 
ing reduced to the necessary size, pasted 
on the desired Wackground, and the whole 
is reproduced, generally in half tone. In 
this way are taken the pictures of the 
high divers who are cleverly transposed 
to the top of photographs of high poles 
or spring boards. As may be inferred by 
this "unprofessional" method, a subject 
may be placed in any background.

IIOKtllitteM—Persecuted Jfn'tlonnlint» 
\VI11 Lone Piitieiice Before Loiifif. 
Willerustad, Island" of Curacao, Oct. 


7.—Dr. Alejandro Urbaueja, president 
of the executive committee of the Ven- 
Dzuelan Nationalist revolutionary par- 
ty, has been interviewed regarding the 
political situation. 
Dr. Urbam»ja Is 


the virtual leader of the party and the 
personal representative of "El Mtu-lio." 
General Hernandez. He was a cabinet 
minister under former President Cres- 
po and is a prominent lawyer. Today 
he is in e^ile In Curacao. 


''The Nationalists until the present 


time," said Dr. Urbaneja, "have p:>.*- 
sively witnessed President Castro's at- 
titude and actions toward Colombia, 
b.ut they are now compelled to protest 
against them. Neither the Nationalists 
nor the country at large has ever sus- j 
tainpd the actions of Castro, actioi'-s 
which now promise an international 
war. 
The Nationalists do not desire 


war with a sister republic, nor would 
they follow Castro in such a war. On 
the contrary, they, as well as the- omn- 
try at large, would refuse to partici- 
pate. 


\VII1 Not Consent to AVur. 


"If Colombia had ever really offend- 


ed Venezuela, there would be no neces- 
sity for Castro's forcible recruitinp, ;:-- 
at present, in order to obtain an anr.y 
to punish the off ending country. In 
such an event all Venezuelans would 
loyally and enthusiastically join to 
punish the offender. 


"I do not think President Castro will 


declare war against Colombia. In the 
first place to do so legally he must ob- 
tain the consent of Hie Venezuelan con- 
gress, which will not convene before 
February next. In the second plaee I 
do not believe the members of the Ven- 
ezuelan congress, although they are 'ill 
partisans of President Castro, would 
ever consent to ruinous war with Co 
lombia in order to help Colombian rev- 
olutionist». 


"Neither do 1 believe in the possibili- 


ty of the reconstruction of (iran Co- 
lombia by force of arm*. 
l!oliv;ir's 


achievement was effected under cer- 
tain special conditions that do not ex- 
ist today. 
Perhaps a <!ran Colombia 


is possible through peaceful, intellec- 
tual operations, but never by military 
force. 
All the talk now indulged in 


on this subject is rv mere pretext. a 
blind to cover the personal ambitions 
of a few men. 


El Aloclio In Prison.

Venezuela. This convinces me that ho 
does not intend to declare war against 
Colombia, because, after eliminating 
the Nationalists, there woidd be com- 
paratively f<:w Ve-ue/.uclans left who 
could be counted upon to supply tli" 
men and money needed to wage hos- 
tilities against Colombia. 


"My principal reason for not believ-

If he intended to declare \\;ir, he would 
attempt to unite all Venezuelans of all 
political creeds in a solid front against 
Colombia, 
(jnite the contrary is Hie 


case. He is persecuting the numerous 
Nationalists, and the latter v\ill before 
long lobe patience, turn on their tor- 
mentor actively and in arms nnd de- 
clare against him in retaliation. 
In 


the improbable event of his dec-Iarinn 
war against Colombia President Cas- 
tro would receive only the support of 
a few of the most extreme of his pur- 
ijfcnns. The others would de.sert him. 


••Concerning Kl Mocbo. who is a 


prisoner at San Carlos. I can say that, 
notwithstanding his continuous soli- 
tary confinement in a dark and unven- 
tilated cell, notwithstanding the chains 
on his arms and legs, the lack of ex- 
ercise nnd the wretched food, his 
health is enduring the severe strain."
